Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 1 - 12 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails to disclose or render 
obvious the optical waveguides being positioned between the first and central electrode strips 
and extending parallel thereto; the central electrode comprising at least one T-rail extending 
proximate to the first optical waveguide; the first electrode comprising at least one T-rail 
extending proximate o the second optical waveguide. The cited references as noted on the PTO- 
892 fail to show T-rail structures and two optical waveguides, a first and second, between two 
electrodes, a first and central, with another electrode adjacent the central electrode as the claim 
limitation is presented above.
